• At any rate, after aix Semesters of engineering and physics at the 
Technical Universities Berlin and Zuerich as well aa the Friedrich Wilhelm 
Universlty, the young baron had r.othing more to show for than his pre- 
examination. But of course, this did not matter. Professor Becker smoothed the 
way for his admiaaion to the promotion exerclses. On April 16, 1934, Wernher 
von Braun handed Professor Becker the thesis which was supposed to bring hio 
thelong desired doctor's cap. He had chosen a long, boabastic and non- 
committal title: ' Coristructive, Theoretical, and Experimental Contributions to 
the Problem of Liquid Fuel Rockets 1 .
